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Why Collect Canadian? Here 


Are Ten Reasons 


HY? With stamp collecting, 
as with all other things, there 
should be an answer to this 


question. I collect Canadian 
stamps. I choose Canadian stamps as my 
hobby because of fancy, but I have con- 
tinued my collection of her stamps for 
several definite reasons. 

First, Canada produces beautiful 
stamps: I would say the most beautiful 
in the world. Look through a collection of 
Canadian stamps and feast your eyes 
upon such beauties as the bridge at Que- 
bec and the schooner Bluenose in the 
issue of 1928, the old church at Grand 
Pre in the 1930 series, Windsor castle 
or the yacht Britannia in the Jubilees, or 
Halifax harbor in the new regular issue. 





These are only a few of her beautiful 
stamps; she has many more. An album 
of Canadian stamps means a lot to non- 
philatelists when they look. through your 
collections, for they do not look for 
value but rather beauty. And in Cana- 
dian they find many pages of attractive 
stamps. 

Second, Dominion stamps are a good 
investment. Countries can usually be 
judged by what they have done in the 
past. And back glances at Canada will 
show that she has been very sound 
financially. And the stamps of sound 
reliable countries do not usually default. 
Look at the financial condition of the 
country today: Canada has a national 
debt of three billion dollars, but she has 
assets of over 25 billion dollars; the 
municipal indebtedness of the entire 
nation is one-fifth in sinking funds.* 

Third, Canadian stamps are not overly 
expensive. None of the stamps since the 
Quebec issue would cost more than one 
dollar, and many of these could be had 
for only a few cents. Thirty-eight cents 
would buy every air mail stamp issued, 
and the most expensive special-delivery 
stamp costs only 25c. Of course, the old

issues run up high, but even then only 
15% are listed at prices in excess of one 
dollar. 

Fourth, It is not hard to keep a col- 
lection of Canadian stamps up to date. 
If you had purchased mint copies of all 
Canadian stamps issued during the last 
ten years it would have only cost you 
85'4c pear year for postage issues and 
18%4c for special issues. This would 








mean a little less than 10c per stamp 
and would give you a collection of 106 
stamps. (During the same time the 
United States issued 241 stamps.) 

Fifth, Canada has good philatelic man- 
ners. She does not issue stamps on the 
least provocation, nor make limited issues, 
nor issue stamps with the idea of selling 
them to collectors and profiteering at the 
expense of philately. She does not issue 
high value stamps which are of no use 
postally, nor change her issues without 
due reason. 

Sixth, she is helpful to collectors. 
Whenever new stamps are to be issued 
she gives the collectors of the world no- 
tice and sufficient time to prepare first 
day covers. Then she operates a phila- 
telic agency at which these stamps can 





be bought. .Stamps dating back to even 





1914 can be purchased from her agency 
and all are in good condition. If they are 
off center, she warns you before you buy 
them. She is glad to offer information 
and help, and is very prompt on her or- 
ders and letters. 

Seventh, when you collect Canadian 
stamps you are not alone. I believe that 
there are more people in the United 
States who collect the stamps of Canada 
than any other country with the excep- 
tion of the United States. And when you 
have a friend in a hobby, it becomes 
more interesting. You have someone to 
trade with, someone to share your ideas 
and stamps with, and someone to talk 
with about a common interest. This is 
a vital part of collecting. 





Eighth, there is much available help 
in publications. By looking through cat- 
alogs and magazines you can readily find 
many sources of help and much informa- 
tion about Canadian stamps. There are 
many fine catalogs which can be had free 
on Canadian stamps. 

Ninth, it is very easy to extra-illus- 
trate a Canadian collection. There are 
many government booklets and much 
other travel literature which has beauti- 
ful illustrations of the pictorial scenes 
which are seen on Canadian stamps. It 
is also very easy to get descriptive mat 
ter if you desire to write this in your 
album. 

Tenth, Canada is our best neighbor. It 
has been over 125 years since we have 
been at war with Canada and during 
this time our relations have been brought 
closer together. Many of us have visited 
Canada and become intimate with Can- 
adian life and Canadian beauty. We have 
seen the places which are pictured on 
Canadian stamps and have learned to 
love them. We can feel as if more than 
just the pictures on the stamps belong 
to us and that we have something in 
common with this great sister country.

Postal Profits Increase 


Postal receipts for the fiscal year end- 
ing June 30, 1940, reached an all time 
high, $766,000,000. This is an increase 
of $20,000,000 over the preceding year. 
If the services provided free to govern- 
ment agencies and officers are ignored, 
the Department made a net profit of 
$8,000,000 on its other operations which 
Mr. Farley termed “postal services ren- 
dered to the public for hire.” 

Of particular interest to collectors is 
the statement that sales of postage 
stamps increased during the year in con- 
trast with preceding years when most of 
the gains in postal revenues came from 
permit usage by meter machines or paid 
imprints. Mr. Farley attributed the gain 
in stamp sales to heavier use of the mails 
by individuals in addition to the normal 
increase by business and industry. In- 
creases were not attributed to any par- 
ticular locality, but were nationwide.

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To print ordinary size stamps of which 
comparatively small quantities were re- 
quired, the Bureau has at various times 
since it started printing stamps in 1894, 
prepared plates containing but 200 sub- 
jects. These plates simply contained two 
panes of 100 stamps each and in style of 
plate markings, location and arrangement 
followed the 400 subject plates. The only 
major difference is the omission of plate 
numbers at left and right sides. Since 
these stamps were to be issued in panes 
of 100, on all the vertical format stamps 
the printed sheets of 200 were cut apart 
only on the vertical centerline and the 
horizontal centerline was perforated. The 
$1 and $2 1923 are the only exceptions in 
ordinary postage issues as since these 
are horizontal format designs the reverse 
is true; they being cut horizontally and 
perforated vertically on the centerlines. 
Thus of each of these stamps printed 
from 200 subject plates it will be seen 
that two positions of the arrow blocks 
are obtainable, while the other two ar- 
tows are obtainable only split (some- 
times called “half arrows”). No center- 
line blocks could exist and it will be 
noted that the “corner” stamps from the 
center where the lines cross, exist with 
one side straightedge and the other 
guideline side perforated. Line pairs and 
blocks are obtainable too from these 
printings, something not obtainable from 
the 400-subject printings (except of 
course from imperforates issued purpose- 
ly or in error). 

It is often thought, erroneously, that 
all stamps with guide line side perforated 
have had these perforations faked. On 
these stamps the horizontal guide line on 
a perforated side is normal: 6c, 8c, 15c, 
50c, $1, $2 and $5 of 1894, 1895 or 1898 
99 issues; 1902 50c, $1, $2 and $5; 1908 
Washington head design 50c and $1; 
1912 Franklin head design $1. On these 
stamps the horizontal guide line is found 
both perforated and with straight edge 
as they were printed from both sizes of 
Plates: 3c, 4c, 5c 1894 unwatermarked 
Printing only; and the 15c 1902 and 50c

1912 Franklin head. All of these stamps 
are normal with vertical guide line on a 
straight edge only and if the vertical 
guide line is perforated you are certain it 
is a fake. It will aslo be noted that 





copies of the $1 and $2 1923 with hori- 


zontal guide line nerforated are also pro- 
ducts of the reperforator. The 50c Frank- 
lin (1912 design) should also be easy to 
check as only No. 422, the stamp on 
double line watermarked paper perfo- 
rated 12 was printed from 200 subjects, 
No. 421 and later printings all normally 
having straightedges always on_ sides 
having guidelines. 

The same type of 200 subject plates 
were used to print a few commemora- 
tives. These include the 1901 Pan-Amer- 
icans and the 1907 Jamestown Exposi- 
tion. These were slightly larger than 
normal stamps but the plates were laid 
out like those for the $1 and $2 1923. 
The Pan-Americans were bicolored and 
of course two plates were used, so some 
plate markings are in red, some in black, 
and others in both colors, notably the 
arrows and plate numbers. 

For certain large-size stamps such as 
the Special Deliveries and commemo- 
ratives, 200-subject plates have been 
used. These plates followed the design 
of the 400 subject plates rather than the 
200-subject ordinary. These plates had 
the usual centerlines terminating in ar- 
rows, plate numbers at top, bottom and 
sides (two to each pane of 50) and were 
cut along both centerlines into post office 
panes of 50. Thus all guideline stamps 
of these issues have straightedge. The 
only exceptions are the 3c Byrd, 3c Boul-

Editor’s Notebook 


ARTICLES At times the philatelic 

press has been criticized for 
not printing more articles intended to 
add to philatelic knowledge. Most arti 
cles submitted for publication are to a 
considerable extent rehashes of the cata 
logue or existing scattered articles and 
notes; adding little if anything to phila- 
telic knowledge. It has been thought the 
chief reason for this scarcity of informa 
tive writings has been lack of cash re- 
muneration to authors. We wonder if 
this really is the reason for authors or 
prospective authors failing to put in 
writing their knowledge? In the light of 
recent events we do not think so any 
more. 

Linn’s and Mekeels in February car- 
ried announcement of $300 in prizes to 
be awarded ina manuscript contest spon 
sored by the Philatelic Research Labora 
tories. The prizes were (and still are) 
offered for the best intructive and in 
formative treatises that would add to 
collectors’ knowledge of U. S. stamps of 
issues prior to 1880. Certainly it covered 
a broad and fertile field, for no one can 
deny these issues are the ones in which 
there are the most gaps in known data.

Yet, so far we have published but one 
article that seemed to meet the simple 
rules, and Mekeels if we recall correctly, 
have printed none. Of the other four or 
five articles submitted, their authors had 
failed to understand the intent of the 
contest and had covered issues of much 
more recent vintage, or rewritten exist- 
ing information about the early issues. 
Here we have the novel situation of 
prizes of $150, $100 and $50 awaiting 
claimants, yet almost no one tries to 
win them. It would appear that we can 
reject as disproven the old theory that 
good philatelic articles are scarce be 
cause of lack of monetary reward for 
incentive. We believe the main reason is 
that most who have in their possession 
interesting data, are not writers by pro 
fession or avocation, and either do not 
know how to put their facts in writing 
or postpone until too late the preserving 
of their information. 


FEET OF CLAY Well, it seems as if 
after all an error has 
appeared in the Famous American series. 
Dr. A. H. Lemke of Wausau, Wisc., sup 
plies us with copies of the magazine 
“Wisconsin Horticulture” for February 
and July, 1923, and therein are some 
interesting articles that if accepted would 
make our recently published biography 
of Luther Burbank as well as those in 
the encyclopedias all wrong. Under the 
heading, “Behold Our Idol Has Feet of 
Clay,” the editor states among other 
things Burbank was “.. . a man of only 
ordinary horticultural ability and in no 
sense a scientist.” That would make the 
3c Scientist stamp a complete error! 
Some pretty strong words are included 
in the articles and on the factual side 
Burbank was challenged to show that 
any of his “creations” did not already 
exist or that he actually produced any 
thing. Since Luther apparently didn’t 
bother to answer the accusations and we 
aren’t horticulturists, we can’t pass on 
the merits of the dispute. So far as the 
stamp is concerned, we collectors are 
used to mistakes. Our albums are full of 
them.

A couple of news items: I was in Bedford, 
Va., and Washington D. C., last week, and 
discovered that the Postmaster, Bedford, Va., 
has a full deck of 100 panes, upper right posi- 
tion, of Bicentennial 2c. few are well 
centered, but most are about fine. 

The Philatelic Agency exhibition has a pane, 
upper right position, of the 5c flat winged globe 
air mail, duly captioned ‘5c Rotary Printing” 
while beneath is a block of the Rotary printing, 
captioned ‘“‘Sc Flat Printing.” I called the 
attention of the young lady in charge to the 
error, and she gave me a stiff argument that 
the captions were correct, and that two plate 
numbers, two split arrows and two straight 
edges were kosher for a rotary press pane. 
Finally she began to see the dawn, though, and 
promised sincerely to check up and rectify the 
error, if same existed as I maintained. 

This calls to mind a visit a few years ago to 
Carpenter’s Hall, Philadelphia, where a per- 
forated stamp of the 50’s or 60’s (I do not 
remember offhand just what it is) is mounted 
with a Colonial letter, and the superintendent of 
the place solemnly avows that it was sent along 
as prepayment of the requested reply to the said 
letter. He would have exactly none of my 
explanation that the stamp came along years 
after the letter had been written. 

Enclosed is a flash shot which you may find 
interesting: nearly two years ago, when the $5 
Prexy came out, you ran a story on Francis L. 
Florian, Washington, Pa., and his first day 
cover with a block of eighteen $5 stamps. Well, 
being a collector of sorts, myself, I figured that 
anybody doing the job so thoroughly would be 
able to use some sympathy, so wrote him a 
note; we subsequently corresponded a bit and 
found much of mutual interest. Finally, last 
week I had to run out to Pittsburgh on busi- 
ness, so figured in an extra few hours and 
sauntered over to Washington, Pa., to meet 
fellow nut Florian. The “introduction” was for 
him to drop a 10c ’47 on cover, and step on 
the first hand that grabbed for it as the pas- 
Sengers unloaded at the bus station. Believe it 
or not, that is just what he did—but that cover 
was done up in enough yards of cellophane to 
Protect it from a medium tank. 

I hit town about five o’clock, and after a bit 
of dinner together (at which he introduced me 
to “Dutch” Thompson, an air mail pilot from 
the very early teens, and several local lights in 
the stamp collecting fraternity) we adjourned 
to the Florian home, sent the Mrs. to the 
movies and chased the three kids to bed, and 
did the stamp act until about 2:30 ayem. The 
enclosed shot shows the scenery, with FLF 
guarding the page containing blox of 18, first 
day, of the $2 and $5 items.

der Dam, the 1930 and 1933 Zeppelins, 
and the Clippers. To understand the lay- 
out of these plates, simply add side plate 
numbers to each pane of 50 and you 
have the layout for all such issues up to 
1930 and including the Graf Zeppelins 
of that year. Since these were larger 
stamps a pane of 50 of them would 
nearly equal in size a pane of 100 of 
ordinary stamps. 

We neglected to mention when dis- 
cussing the 400-subject plates that usual- 
ly, but not always, the plate number at 
top of the upper right pane is preceded 
by a letter “F.” This is popularly be- 
lieved to mean “Finished” but is only 
the initial letter of Frank Martele, who 
put this on plates when they were hard- 
ened, to signify that work had been done. 
The F is almost without exception found 
over the number in the top right pane, 
and when smaller plates were made it 
was found over the right pane or to the 
right plate number at top. Since there 
was but one “F” plate number to each 
printed sheet, these were prized more 
than other position plate number blocks. 


® But three post offices are included in 
the Zanzibar postal system.

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U. S. NOTES 


No change in revenue stamps is an- 
nounced as a result of the Revenue Act 
of 1940 (Defense Tax Act) as stamps in 
current use on Tobaccos, Beverages, etc., 
are in denominations having the quan- 
tity of the container rather than mone- 
tary value of stamp inscribed. Beer was 
taxed $5 by the federal government and 
the new tax increases this to $6. Thus 
the stamps inscribed in fractions of bar- 
rels automatically increased in face value 
and the government probably has al- 
ready devised some means of compen- 
sating for this. Since very thorough rec- 
ords are kept of stamps sold and used, no 
change will be necessary in the stamps 
if the difference is collected on stamps 
not yet used. 








Defense Stamp in Fall 





President Roosevelt has approved a 
proposal to issue a “National Defense“ 
stamp. To appear inthe fall, denomin- 
ation will be 3c or less and stamp will be

No explanation has yet been received 
(though we wrote the P. M.) of the cov- 
er described in the July 6 column; ap- 
parently the “MAILED ON RURAL 
ROUTE” marking being applied in error 
to the cover. This marking is regularly 
applied to packages mailed on these 
routes to indicate the reason for lower 
postage on packages mailed on the 
routes. When addressed for local delivery 
such packages are charged 2c less and 
for other addresses 3c less than usual 
potage. The marking is to avoid pack- 
ages being charged postage due upon de- 
livery. This cover bore no indication of 
having been affixed to a parcel as several 
readers suggested. 


Pablo M. Esperidion sends us an ar- 
ticle on a second error he has found in 
the 18 Centavos 1932 “Pagsanjan Falls” 
Philippines stamp. As was discovered 
soon after issuance the actual view shown 
was of Vernal Falls in Yosemite—in Cal- 
ifornia. Now, Pablo has discovered that 
in referring to the falls as Pagsanjan, 
even if the right picture had been used, 
the stamp is in error as the correct name 
of the falls is “Magdapio Falls.” It 
seems the falls are generally termed 
“Pagsanjan” since it is from this village 
visitors depart in small boats to view 
this scenic wonder in the Province of 
Laguna.

This 
stamp we might add for the benefit of 
readers unfamiliar with it was printed 
apparently by lithography and is a much 
coarser production than the government 
issues. A stamp collector should be able 
to spot the difference at a glance. Most 
seemed to have been used in New York 
City. 


The existence of a possible fifth copy 
of U. S. No. 425d is likely as may be 
noted from a letter by T. W. Ellison of 
Goliad, Texas. Mr. Ellison says he found 
a copy in a mixture purchased in No- 
vember, 1936, from a dealer (Warner 
Bates) and that he gave his copy to a 
friend, Edgar C. Welters of Shiner, Tex- 
as. Scott’s did not then, as now, price 
the stamp. 





A current issue of U. S. stamps little 
known to most collectors are the postal 
cards. The common Ic Jefferson card is 
known to all, also the reply 1c featuring 
the George and Martha Washington 
heads. Sometimes mistaken for an ob- 
solete issue is the lc card with Lincoln 
stamp, found only in 3x5 inch size. There 
are also 2c and 3c single and reply cards. 
The 2c red card has a stamp portraying 
Grant and the 3c, also red, has the head 
of McKinley. The 2c reply cards have a 
modified form of the Liberty head design 
of 1892 while the 3c is with McKinley 
head. The single foreign cards are same 
size as the lc Jefferson card (34%4x54 
inches) but the foreign double cards are 
larger (3%4x5'%4 inches). So all told, 
there are four single cards and three 
double cards current. Only certain post- 
offices stock all. The 1c is also sold in

My OBSERVATION 

About dateds. I do not intend to take 
either side of any argument no matter 
what, and intend to bring forth the 
interesting things that turn up from time 
to time in the dated overprints. On the 
other hand I will not play up the thing 
as an up and coming field because at the 
best I can see no future for the things 
except the better integrals and printeds. 
My contacts are limited to the collectors 
with whom I deal, the Members of the 
Central Ohio Precancel Club and the 
collectors I meet at the nearer to home 
precancel gatherings. I find very little 
interest in ‘dateds’ of any sort, even 
those interested in integrals confine 
themselves to some certain city for 
reasons known only to the mystic brother- 
hood. Rolston Lyon who is giving of his 
time to publishing a booklet should be 
congratulated as a pioneer in the sea 
of precanceldom for if he ever brings his 
ark to rest anywhere he sure will have 
accomplished a feat. Anyway we hope 
to review his booklet in a few weeks and 
we hope to find out then just how many 
collectors are really interested. We can 
conjure some bright things for the dateds 
as a collection made on just one stamp 
from each firm in one city. We can 
never see a general collection of Dateds. 
One collector suggests that dateds adc 
double interest, but one look at the 
smear sometimes causes a quick loss of 
interest. Outside of the printed and 
integral overprints the balance of dateds 
are 98% illegible. One might think that 
the clerks applying the overprint threw 
the sheet up in the air and then threw 
the handstamp at the sheet, considering 
the results attained. Anyway this fall 
and winter should bring forth the de- 
cision as to just how much the Dateds 
will be recognized in the precancel field. 


ORGANIZE 


It must be admitted that no business 
firm, no club, baseball team, nor any 
gathering of peoples having a common 
idea and desire can ever get far unless 
organized. The readers of the Precancel 
Magazines for the past several years 
have noted from time to time the various 
collectors reporting the inroads meters 
have made in precancels. The whole 
secret of the thing is that the firms 
selling the meters have a highly organ- 
ized crew of men working almost day 
and night and from every angle estab- 
lishing themselves as benefactors of man- 
kind in the bringing forth of these 
wonderful machines. It was my privilege 
one evening to listen to one of these 
gentry and as I have mentioned before 
his whole sales talk finally culminated in 
the fact that a very accurate pair of 
scales went along with the meter outfit 
and saved the buyer enough to pay for 
the meter in a few years. And so it goes, 
and all I hear is a lot of cussing about 
the things but nothing ever done. One 
asks what can be done? Well for one 





thing there are, I am certain, undeniable 
facts about meters that are NOT DE- 
SIRABLE but which are soft pedaled 
when selling. So if a few ornery and 
underwitted individuals should get to- 
gether and publish only the undesirable 
facts about meters they could in no time 
slow down the wheels of progress for 
some time to come. Of course it should 
be noted that only unimpeachable facts 
be printed otherwise grave consequences 
might result. As this is a very risky 
undertaking only the very brave should 
volunteer. 


Pony Express at Fair 





On July 28 for three hours, the only 
surviving Pony Express rider, “Broncho” 
Charlie Miller, presided at the stamp 
exhibition at the New York World’s Fair. 
Born at Hat Creek, Modoc County, Cal., 
on Jan. 1, 1850, Mr. Miller’s parents 
were massacred by Indians and at the 
age of 8 he was a bronco buster. At the 
age of 11, despite claims he was too 
young to ride, he rode on the Express 
route over the trails he had learned so 
well. He rode the western route from 
Carson City to Sacramento. Mr. Miller 
became acquainted with many promi- 
nent figures of the West and has served 
in Indian Wars, the Spanish-American 
and World Wars, in between being occu- 
pied in such various manners as operat- 
ing a gambling hall in Dodge City, driv- 
ing a stage, and bronco buster with Buf- 
falo Bill’s show. At the Fair he auto- 
graphed covers which were distributed 
to visitors and a special exhibition of 
Pony Express material was on display. 


® Following receipt of a letter from his 
friend the Sultan of Trengganu bearing 
a stamp depicting that ruler, the Sultan 
of Kelantan demanded of the British 
representative that future stamps for 
Kelantan bear HIS portrait.

Philately Making Progress 





That postage stamp collecting is mak- 
ing extraordinary progress, especially dur- 
ing the past two years, is corroborated 
by Secretary A. Wagner, of the Pioneer 
Philatelic Phalanx Board. He states: 

“In our estimate, made principally in 
the larger cities during the past summer, 
we find that not only has the number of 
collectors increased, but, old-time col- 
lectors have started anew, or regained 
their interest in post-stamp collecting. 
Another big factor is the immense num- 
ber of women who are starting to be real 
collectors. From a close survey made by 
Mrs. Lucy C. Hooper in a three-year 
nation-wide contact, it has been found 
that not only have women been added to 
the men’s clubs as active members, but 
new bodies of women are forming socie- 
ties propagating “Philately.” 

“Whilst a huge number of smaller 
dealers have come into being, the estab- 
lished larger dealers, with stores or of- 
fices, are doing as well and even better 
than before—despite the new competition 
of smaller dealer-collector elements now 
in the field as competitors.” 

“From actual viewpoint among many 
large dealers, the market for U. S. is 
closely followed by the demand for 
British and British Colonials. Instead of 
the war decreasing the demand for the 
latter, it has vastly increased. My im- 
pression, gotten by actual visible contact, 
was impressed by the visits made to the 
larger wholesale and retail dealers, espe- 
cially the stocks of new and old issues 
held by the only exclusive dealers in 
British and British Colonial postage 
stamps, the KenMore Stamp Company, 
Inc., of Kenmore, N. Y., where great 
stocks of every recent new issue and 
most of the former issues are kept on 
hand. 

“During the visit of Col. Hooper and 
his party at KenMore Stamp Co.’s great 
emporium, large stacks of unused sheets 
of every recent issue of British Colonials 
astounded the visitors, who had expected 
to see a shortage of British Colonial 
stamps, especially of those of far-away 
colonies. But, to the surprise of all, the 
false bug-a-boo of “enemy submarines” 
had not at all affected the shipments of 
immense and valuable stocks of stamps 
to and from all parts of the British Em- 
pire. Col. Hooper stated that the im- 
mense stocks being received by the Ken- 
More Stamp Co. daily was balanced by 
the outgoing sales shipments, which the 
war had not affected in the least. We 
also saw visible evidence of the 1940 
stamp business, by noting and counting 
the immense bags of registered mail, ex- 
press parcels, etc., being received and 
despatched through the post office by the 
KenMore Stamp Co.”

“I have a 2 pence Barbados stamp 
surcharged “Kingston Relief Fund 1d” 
with this overprint upside down. Is this 
an error? It is rare?” This stamp, as 
our correspondent would have learned 
if he had looked the stamp up in Scott’s, 
is mot scarce, and Scott’s price it the 
same with inverted surcharge as for 
normal, which would indicate that ap- 
proximately equal quantities of each 
exist. The stamp was denounced when 
it appeared as a scheme to get collectors 
to pay for Barbados’ show of sympathy 
for Kingston, Jamaica, then recovering 
from an earthquake. Barbados at the 
time was held in low esteem due to other 
stamp issues, also denounced as unnec- 
essary, the 1907 printings of the 1906 
commemoratives. 





“Must I be present at the first day 
post office to mail my first day covers?” 
No. Only a few of the people who send 
first day covers are ever present at that 
city. Most senders send their covers un- 
der cover (inside a larger envelope ad- 
dressed to the postmaster). The covers 
sent need not be addressed to just the 
person sending them to postmaster. A 
group of collectors can send their cov- 
ers together. 





“Have never seen another copy of a 
lc 1898 I have. It is overprinted in 
black, precancel-style, “Grand Rapids, 
Mich., Dec., 1901.” Not only is this 
“precancel-style’—but it is a precancel. 
It is priced at $1.00 in the current 
Hoover Bros. catalogue. Many of the 
early precancels were printed from type 
and appear often without lines or in 
forms quite different from the present 
time. Despite their age, most of the Ic 
are plentiful, for though there were few- 
er users of precancels then, the few that 
did use the stamps used larger quantities 
than the average present day mailer. 





“A friend gave me a 2c Bicentennial 
stamped envelope which has stamp in 
pink instead of carmine. He says these 
were recalled by the government—can 
you supply any other information?” 
Thomas D. Perry in an article about the 
Bicentennial envelopes in the American 
Philatelist in May, 1937, states that the 
2c is known in “carmine and pink” and 
that the pink is a “distinct and out- 
standing variety that is rare and found 
only on size 8.” Mr. Perry recognized no 
other shades of the series. Size 8 is the 
large, legal size envelope. Used copies 
that are faded might be mistaken for this 
variety. 





A frequent question from beginners is 
where they may obtain a list showing all
